Mr„  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  Listrict  of  Tendring 
for  the  year  1970» 

The  birth  rate  remain  at  19 -O  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  v/hich  is  one  point  above  the  national  figui’e. 

There  is  some  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births. 

The  death  rate  at  around  11.0  per  thousand  is  about 
one  point  below  the  figure  for  the  country  as  a  v/hole.  Infant 
mortality  has  increased  to  19»0  which  is  still,  however,  only 
one  point  above  the  national  figure.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  the  district  does  vary  quite  widely  from  year  to  year 
owing  to  the  small  numbers  involved,  there  being  seven  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  and  tv'o  still  births.  These  deaths 
which  all  occurred  in  hospital  were  mainly  due  to  prematurity 
or  congenital  abnormalities. 

There  were  notified  175  cases  of  infectious  disease 
which  included  l62  cases  of  I'easles,.  The  biennial  pattern  of 

this  disease  still  tends  to  persist  in  spite  of  vaccination 
but  it  should  be  remembered  that  in  1953  nearly  600  cases  were 
notified.  Ro  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  \;ere  received. 

Consideration  of  the  table  giving  causes  of  death 
shows  that  cancer  is  still  increasing  wuth  a  predominance  in 
males  as  hitherto,  particularly  with  regard  to  lung  cancer. 
Heart  disease  remains  the  most  common  cause  of  death. 

Attendance  at  th  ■;  Coi.mty  Clinic  for  immunisation 
amounted  to  a  total  of  938,  including  374  against  Diphtheria,; 
Tetanus  and  Pertussis,  402  for  Poliomyelitis.  I4I  for  Measles 
and  21  for  Rubella.  83  vaccination  against  Smallpox  were 
carried  out  by  General  Practitioners. 

The  water  supply  remains  satisfactory  and  has  reached 
nearly  all  parts  of  the  district.  A  total  of  362.616  million 
gallons  were  supplied,  compared  with  314*233  million  gallons 
in  1969*  The  fluoride  content  remains  at  between  1.0  and  I.5 
parts  per  million  and  there  is  no  evidence  of  pi umbo-sol vent 
action.  Over  9)000  yards  of  nev;  main  v.^ere  laid  in  the 
district  during  the  year,  A  detailed  report  appears  else¬ 
where^  including  the  chemical  analysis. 
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T\7o  hundred  and  thirty  nevj  houses  have  been  erected 
hy  Private  Enterprise  and  thirty  six  the  Council.  The 
hlock  of  flats  at  7/eeley  for  senior  citizens  is  hoped  to  he 
completed  next  year.  Seventy  two  houses  vere  rendered  fit 
under  the  housing  Act,  1957?  Section  ll6. 

The  Great  Bromley  and  Prating  Sewage  Scheme  was 
vertially  completed  and  work  progresses  with  the  ITorthern  Area 
Sewage  Works.  The  Paxman  Sludge  Concentrator  is  nov'  operating 
on  a  permanent  basis  in  the  ’Western  Area. 

Complaints  of  nuisances  from  smells  from  residents 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  intensive  farming  units  have  been 
constantly  received,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  siting  of  these 
units  should  be  carefully  considered  before  planning  permission 
is  granted  and  that  methods  of  disposal  of  effluent  needs  to  be 
improved, 

G.  W.  Yearsley,  th^  Chief  Public  Health  Insx^ector, 
reached  retiring  age  in  June  of  this  year  after  tv/enty  three 
years  of  service  with  the  Council.  ¥x,  J.  Smith,  the  Deputy 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  was  appointed  as  his  successor 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  to  the 
Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  work.

The  following 
information  about  the  'Taterv/orks  Company's  Gupply  has  been 
given  by  I'a?.  J.  A,  Hayner,  C.  Ang, ,  k.I.C.E.,  n.I.  /.S. ,  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Company. 

"Iractically  the  virhole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
district  was  obtained  from  our  Dedham  lumping  Station,  with 
some  assistance  from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at 
Lawford,  Great  Bentley,  StraEford-St-f/jary  and  Higham. 

The  estimated  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  area 
of  the  Tendring  Dural  District,  in  the  twelve  months  ending 
31st  jL^ecember,  1970,  amounted  to  362.616  million  gallons-  an 
8.verage  da.ily  consumption  of  0.993  fnillion  gallons. 

The  total  quantity  talcen  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  23&.33C.  million  gallons;  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.653  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  talcen 
through  trade  meters  v/as  124. 27&  million  gallons;  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.340  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  in  the  ikiral  District  amounted  to  327. 

Approximately  9? 4^7  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  in 
Tendring  District  during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  information  required  under  items 
(a)  to  (e)  this  is  as  follov/s: 

(a)  The  supply  of  water  to  the  district  has  been 

satisfactorily  maintained,  both  in  quantity  and 
quality. 

Camples  of  raw  vmter  are  taken  monthly,  these  are 
generally  for  chemical  aaralysis  only. 

Monthly  samples  at  each  station  are  taken  after 
e.eration  and  chlorination  and  for  these  both  the 
chemical  a^id  bacteriological  results  are  given  in 
the  analyses. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  samples  are  also  taken  bi¬ 
monthly  of  all  vfater  stored  in  the  Company's 
reservoirs,  tanks  aid  water  towers.  Those  samples 
are  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  only. 
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(b)  There  is  no  evidence  of  plumho-sclvent  action. 

(c)  At  the  pimping  station  where  continuous  chlorination 
is  carried  out,  a  test  of  the  chlorine  residual  is 
made  once  per  shift  (i.e.  every  8  hours) 5  a  residual 
of  0.2  p.p.m.  of  chlorine  is  maintained. 

If  samples  taken  from  storage  shov/  high  hacteriol- 
ogical  counts,  then  a  further  check  sample  is  taken 
for  presumptive  tcst<;  the  results  of  which  are  known 
within  48  hours.  If  the  high  count  is  confirmed 
the  storage  reservoir  etc.  is  taken  out  of  service 
while  the  contents  are  thoroughly  sterilized  with  a 
fairly  high  dose  of  chlorine. 

(d)  The  population  supplied  is  approximately  28.000  and 
there  are  214  standpipes  in  use  supplying  domestic 
properties  and  caravan  sites,  and  possibly  a  further 
500  or  so  standpipes  in  use  as  subsidiary  points  on 
commercial  sites,  domestic  properties  as  garden 
watering  points  and  in  farm  properties  for 
agricultural  use.
